I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Urban  District  of  Church  for  the  year  ending 
31st,  December,  1955 • 

During  the  summer  months  measles  was  prevalent  and  sonne  dysentery,  a 
mild  form  of  dysentery,  affected  children  attending  a school  in  a 
neighbouring  town. 

Four  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  non-pulmonary 
were  notified. 

Vital  statistics  are  provided  by  the  Registrar  General  and  shew,  amongst 
other  things,  that  the  birth  rate  of  16.2  is  slightly  below  that  of  I6.5  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  death  rate  of  11.8  is  slightly  above  that  of  11,6  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  estimated  population  has  remained  near  to  the  5? 700 
mark  for  the  past  six  years. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  help  during  the  year. 

I wish  also  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Committee,  together  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  all  other  officials 
for  their  valuable  assistance.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Analyses  of  collected  matter  from  the  Standard  Deposit  Gauge 
situated  at  Alleytroyd's  Wharf  has  been  continued  during  the  year  by 
the  Analyst  of  the  County  Borough  of  Burnley. 

Generally  it  is  found  that  in  months  of  high  and  low  rainfall 
the  pollution  collected  varies  according  to  the  amount  of  rainfall 
deposited. 

The  average  monthly  pollution  expressed  in  tons  per  square  mile 
and  the  rainfall  in  inches  for  the  past  eight  years  are  set  out  in 
the  table  belows-

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Industrial  Premises . 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  smoko  emissions  have  heon  reduced 
following  the  installation  of  mochanical  stokers  and  the  efficient 
maintenance  of  such  plant,  hut  in  a few  instances  the  hand  fired  coal 
burning  boiler  remains  in  use  vdth  its  attendant  smoke  emissions. 

Domestic  Premises. 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  193^?  enables  Local  Authorities  to  establish 
smoko  control  areas  by  means  of  Orders  confirmed  by  the  Minister. 

The  effect  of  these  Orders,  generally  speaking,  is  to  prohibit 
the  emission  of  smoke  from  chimneys  in  the  area,  but  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  are  flexible  and  allov/  for  adaptation  to  local  circumstances. 
The  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas  will  necessarily  be  gradual. 
Progress  will  be  governed  by  the  supply  of  smokeless  fuels,  the  rate 
at  which  appliances  can  be  converted  or  replaced,  the  rate  at  which 
Local  Authorities  are  able  to  formulate  and  carry  through  their  smoke 
control  plans,  and  last  but  not  least,  the  manner  in  which  householders 
accept  these  smokeless  fuels. 

The  Minister,  by  Circular,  invited  Councils  in  Black  Areas  to 
consider  their  domestic  smoke  problem  as  a whole  and  decide  upon  the 
smoko  control  orders  that  are  needed.  Although  black  areas  are  not 
mentioned  in  the  Act,  The  Beaver  Report,  upon  which  the  Act  is  based, 
designates,  as  black  areas,  certain  areas  which  experience  a high 
frequency  of  fog  and  in  which  urban  and  industrial  density  produces 
large  amounts  of  pollution.  The  urban  district  of  Church,  with  its 
neighbouilng  local  authorities,  is  included  in  the  Central  Lancashire 
Black  Area. 

This  legislation  is  new  and  in  those  areas  v/hero  it  will  be 
applied  it  has  a great  impact  on  the  householder. 

In  1957?  the  Council  decided  to  form  Smoke  Control  Areas,  but 
it  was  not  until  1959?  following  the  Ministry's  Circular  No.  5/59 
that  definite  proposals  wore  formulatod,  when  it  was  decided  to  make 
the  whole  of  the  urban  district  smoke  controlled  and  to  begin  in  the 
area  north  of  the  River  Hyndbum.  This  area  was  divided  into  six 
sections  and  the  first  section  chosen  was  that  at  the  extreme  north 
adjoining  the  boundary  of  Clayton-1 e-Moors  Urban  District  Council. 

The  first  Order  was  made  on  tho  21st  December,  1959*

A weekly  service  of  refuse  collection  is  endeavoured  to  be  maintained 
and  the  number  of  emptyings  in  the  year  reached  which  is  a similar 
number  to  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Domestic  refuse  and  certain  other  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  tip  at 
Par  Holmes  in  accordance  with  the  best  available  method.  This  form  of 
sanitary  disposal  of  refuse  is  dependent  upon  a plentiful  supply  of  suitable 
cover  such  as  furnace  ashes  and  dust,  and  unfortunately  this  material  is 
becoming  very  difficult  to  obtain. 

Salvage . 

The  separation  of  salvablc  material  from  household  and  factoiy  refuse 
has  continued  throughouf  the  year.
